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The  small  one  tube  radio  set  you  see  above  is  a simple 
regenerative  set  and  may  be  constructed  at  small  expense  a.nd 
little  tine.  First  you  v/ill  notice  the  s^nnbol  for  the  tube  or 
oscillator  unit.  It  is  composed  of  three  elements,  the  filament, 
the  grid,  and  theplate.  The  filament  is  a sm.all  wire  that  is 
source  of  the  "A**  battery.  The  filament  will  be 
up  similiar  to  a dim  light  bulb  v/he'n  the  ’’A”  curren 
it.  The  grid  circut  is  where  the  oscmllat ions

condenser  in  the  Antenna  lead.  IText  the  grid  coil  .must  be  conn- 
ected, It  is  connected  on  the  same  line  from  the  grid  leak  and 
the  antenna  and  the  negative  filament  lead.  The  plate  circut  is 
brought  through  the  tickler  coil  or  the  smaller  coil  on  the  forms 
which  you  will  get  when  constructing  the  set.  After  the  plate 
current  passes  through  the  tickler  coil  i1^,>  kxX  then  x-S'S^^d 
through  a radio  frequency  choke  and  thence  to  the  headphones. 

The  other  side  of  the  headp)hones‘  is  is  connected  to  the  positive 
of  the  ‘’B"  current.  The  negative  of  the  "B”  battery  is  connected 
to  the  positive  of  the  "A", or  filament  current.  Another  condenser 
is  needed  in  the  tuning  circuit.  It  is  shunted  across  the' grid  co 
and  therefore  gives  the  radio  set  one  complete  tuning  unit.

In  order  to  st.inula,te  the  taking:- of  pictures  as  a hobby, 
District  -Headquarters  has  furnished,  the-  company  v/ith  a*  nimiber 
siX“tv/enty  camera  v/hich  may  be  checked  out  from  the  library  v;hen 
not  in  use  by  the  Photography  Group, 

Good  pictures  are  not  always  the  result  of  '’Luck”  as  often 
s-upposeds,but  the  result  of  a combinations  of  factors, as  equip- 
ment,type  of  film., light  intensity  and  a kno\7ledge  of 
monipulat ions , 

One  does  not  need  expensive  equipm.ent  to  -make  a good  picture, 
in  fa,ct  a large  number  of  the  picture.,  contests  are  won  by 
a.mat0ur  photographer  s,useing  unexpensive  ' cameras , 

The  above  mentioned  camera,  comes  in  tha-t  group  known  as 
the  fixed  focas  camera -which  and  is  the  most  practical  for.  the 
amateurs,  Subjects  that  are  about  8feet  or  more  from  the  camera 
will  be  sharp.  The  shutter  is  released-^-by-  pushing  the ' exposure 
lever  on  the  side  from  one  end  of  the  slot  to  the  other*'  Hold 

the  canpera  steady  and  level,  and  push  the  lever  -slowly  

■hhe''hirecTroh~ohry  Vbr''  f ar~"'a s"EThfi IT ’go  , -For  instantaneous 
exposures  as  snap-  shots,  the  subject  should  be  in  broad  open 
I daylight  ( Sunl ight ), but  the  camera  must  be  shaded.  The  sun  should 
b3  behind  i^'our  back  or  over  one  shoulder.  If  in  front--the  picture 
^■.:iir  be  blurred. 

The  stop-  openings,  corresponding  to  the  diaphram  on  la,rger 
carnera.s,  regulates  the  a.mount  of  light  coming  through  the  lens. 

The  large  opening  should  be  used  for  ordinary  lands cap,'e , groups, 
and  etc.  .yhen  the  subject  is  in  bright  light,  the  small  opening 
may  be  used  for  snapshots,  of  distant  viev/s, beach  scenes, etc,  in 
bright  sun  light. 

R erne  mb  e r t v.hie  n m.ak  ing  your  exposure, face  a,v/ay  from  t he 
source  of  greatest  light  in  tensity ,, hold  the  camera  steady  and 
level  and  push  exposure  lever  once, slowly  and  as  far  as  it  will 
go  • 

Don't  waste  your  films  on  ordinard  uninteresting  scenes, 
photograph  the  unusua.!.  Your  pictures  should  include  a doixiinant 
figure  or  object, to  which  other  parts  of  the  picture  is  subordino,te 
There'  should  also  be  some^  seccnda.ry  interest  connected  with  your 
principal  subject, as  a person  catching  a fish,  as  ploying  v/ith 
.a  dog.  The  bo.ck  ground  should  be  subordinate  a,nd  in  landscape 
pictures, the  horison  line  should  never  divide  the  picture  into 
two  equal  parts, but  should  be  approximately  either  one  third 
'from  the  top  or  from,  the  bottom,.
